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From the end of August to mid-September 1951 all troops of the L7 Army 1 - in 
Hunan* and all troops of the h9 Army in Kwangsi were transferred to central 
Kwangtung, where they were to be stationed. Twelve armored cars of the 1*7 
Army were based at Shihlung (113—51* 23-07) and patrolling the coastal areas 
of Tungkuan (113-L6, 23-02) Hsien and Paoan (113-56, 22-32) Hsien. 

In late September the 7 and 8 Artillery Regiments of the L Field Army were 
transferred from the Hankow area to Kwangtung. The commander of he 
7 Regiment was SHIH Chen-hua ( iffe ^ % )« This regiment* with 1,000 troops, 
12 v^nti-aircraf t guns, 18 anti-aircraft 'machine guns, and 20 artillery 
pieces, was stationed on Outer Lingting (lilt- ,22- ), Chitanwei ( £ 

&)> Hanshanwei ( $ h $Jj), Tachuchou ( A. #) and Jungshutou (jJ«£ && 
fa ) Islands, south Kwangtung. 4 


In late September Kwangtung military authorities w-sare planning to construct 
concealed gun emplacements in the Bocca Tigris area, on the Tanshan and 
Tankan (llli-l6, 22-02) Islands and along both banks of the Pearl River Delta. 
To-so-jou-fu ( fy $$ jj), a Soviet adviser, was drawing up plans for this 
project.

Around mid— September a detachment of the 2 Regiment of the Liang Kuang 
Column was sent to Chungshan Hsien to assist in an attempt to exterminate 
LTANG Kuan and his followers* About 20 September this detachment was 
engaged in battle with LIANG* s forces near the KU ( £ ) clan ancestral 
temple, Map*op # u ( Chungshan Hsien* The detachment was forced 

to withdraw after a total of 60 of its troops were wounded or killed, and 
hO troops, 2 mountain guns, k light machine guns, and some ammunition were 
captured by LIANG 1 s troops* On 22 September TSENG Sheng, commander of the 
Liang Kuang Column, requested that YEH Chien-ying send Ch inese Communist 
planes to bomb and strafe LIANG and his followers 


In late September the 300 followers of LIANG who defected were under the 
joint command of LTANG, KAN Li-ming { if W& and KAN Cheng-sung ( If jfcu 
^ )(also known as KAN Sheng ( If These troops had one flat
